The altercation is said to be the 
result of a long feud between two 
‘actions in the cengregation, which 
‘ulminated Wednesday when one mem- 
yer accused another of making an in- 
julting remark about his wife. 

Gilbert, it is said, wa@ an inno- 
sent bystander to this dispute, but be- 
‘ame involved when Officer Rowell, 
who had been called to the scene as 
a precaution, attacked Gilbert, it is 
charged, without provocation. 

Join in Attack. 

Several othets, it is declared, in- 
“uding Gaines, then joined in the at- 
tack on Gilbert and he was about to 
be dragged into some nearby woods 
when the Rev. Johnson arrived on 
the scene, 

Rowell, it is stated, took the badly 
beaten Gilbert to his automobile and 
announced that he would carry him 
to the Decatur jail. The Rev. John- 
son says Gaines and Kcholls_ then 
jumped into the car and renewed their 
assault on Gilbert. It was then, it 
is said, that Rowell threatened the 
preacher with his gun, when he tried 
again to intercede fop the wounded 
man. 

Gilbert was taken to the jail and 
charged with assault and battery and 
resisting arrest, but other members 
of the congregation quickly arranged 
his bond and carried him to the hos- 
pital. 

Warrants Sworn Out. 


The warrants against Rowell and 
Gaines were sworn out Friday before 
Judge Livsey by the Rev. Johnson, 
while Gilbert also secured warrants 
against Gaines and Echolls. 

It is said that a feud has existed 
for months in the congregation. At 
one. time the Rev. Johnson resigned 
from the charge because of this feud 
but later resumed the pastorate when, 
it is understood, the faction favorable 
to his ministry out-voted their oppo- 
nents, 

Hearing of the charges against 
Gaines and Echolls will be held Sat- 
urday afternoon in Justice Livsey’s 
court, it was stated Friday night by 
F. C. Burt, Atlanta attorney, who is 
representing Gilbert and the Rev. 
Johnson.

SOLICITOR PLANS 
FAIR INDICTMENT 
ON TWO CHARGES 


Policeman J. E. McDaniel 
Is Reported in Critical 
Condition; Griffin Ex- 


- pected To Recover. 


With Policeman J. E. McDaniel in 
a critical condition as the result of 
two wounds inflicted Thursday after- 
noon by Fred Fair when he found his 
path to freedom blocked by the offi- 
cer, plans were being made to place 
the shooting before the grand jury at 
its session next week, which will be 
held either Tuesday or Friday. 

Assistant Solicitor E. A. Stephens 
Thursday night told The Constitution 
that the action of the grand jury 
would depend upon conditions of Mc- 
Daniel and E. L. Griffin, who also 
was wounded by Fair. If physicians 
report, by the time the jury meets, 
that the men will recover, true bills 
charging assault with intent to mur- 
der will be presented at once. If the 
condition of either man remains criti- 
cal, with the likelihood of death, in- 
dictments will be postponed. 

Griffin, the first victim of Fair’s 
pistol, who. was shot as he sat in an 
automobile under the Washington 
street viaduct, was reported slightly 
better, with a good chance to re- 
cover. The bullet struck him in the 
right shoulder and penetrated’ the 
right lung. McDaniel, who was shot 
twice, in the abdomen and in_ the 
right leg, slowly lost ground during 
the day. 

Fair, who was removed at 5 o'clock 
Thursday. afternoon from police sta- 
tion, where he was being held on a

Cochrane, Ont., August 
(United News.)—Delayed for 24 
hours by unfavorable weather, Bert 
Hassell said tonight he would leave 
here at dawn Saturday on the second 
lap of his projected flight to Stock- 
holm,. Sweden. 

Hassell and his companion, Parker 
D. Cramer, flew here from Rockford, 
Ill., on a trip which they hope will 
prove the practicability of a northern 


route to Europe. 

Showers and squalls prevented the 
take-off early today, but reports from 
along their route to Greenland indi- 
cated weather would be favorable. 
Conditions were improving steadily. 

The plane remained on the tem- 
porary runway today, fully loaded and 
ready to start at the first opportunity. 
The runway was built by the city of 
Cochrane-especially for the Rockford 
fliers. Cochrane was the northernmost 
point on their route at which a land- 
ing could be made and fuel obtained. 

The second stage of the flight will 
be over the barren wastes of Labrador 
and over northern waters. Hassell 
and Cramer were enthusiastic tonight 
about prospects for successfully com- 
pleting the trip. 

“We expect to reach Mount Evans, 
Greenland, .in 16 hours of flying,” 
Hassell told the United News corre- 
spondent. He expressed disappoint- 
ment at being delayed, but congratu- 
lated the city officials on prepara- 
tions they had made and the hospital- 
ity extended. 

Nearly the entire population of 
Cochrane planned to witness the early 
morning take-off. The aviators were 
the guests of the city and enjoyed er- 
ery privilege.

“This looked like a good proposal to 
everyone, but it took on a different 
color when George Toombs arrived 
later from Chicago prepared to take 
the securities to that city.

WESTERN RAILROADS,

The treaty consist of three short 
articles in which the signers condemn 


| war as a means of solving interna- 


tional controversies, and renounce it 
as an instrument of national policy. 
They agree that whatever disputes 
arise between them settlement shall 
be sought only by peaceful means. 
Original signers will be the United 
States, France, Belgium, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Great Britain and dependen- 
cies, Germany, Italy, Japan and Po- 
land. Other nations expect to add 
their signatures shortly so the pact 
will for all. practical purposes be a 
world-wide one. 

It is understood the treaty has no 
bearing upon defensive warfare. Pres- 
ident Coolidge has indicated the Unit- 
ed States must-not abandon hational 
defense because of it. No penalties 
are provided for a nation breaking 
it except such moral ostracism as other 
nations might impose voluntarily. 

The treaty came about almost by 
accident. Premier Briand suggested 
a Franco-American friendship pact 
about a year ago. The United States, 
thinking to turn him down gracefully, 
said such an alliance would be con- 
trary to our policy but the United 
States would be glad to join in such a 
friendship treaty with all ~« powers. 
Gradually after many exchanges the 
treaty evolved.

SESSION OF FRENCH 
CABINET CALLED. 

Paris, August 17.—(4)—A call for 
the French cabinet to meet here Au- 
gust 23 started a wave of rumors in 
govermental and press circles teday.

Newark-Elizabeth Airport, August 
17.—Today I was put through a sort 
of final examination over ‘the part 
of my flying course which I have 
covered thus far. Tomorrow I make 
my first solo flight. 


I celebrated the event by breaking 
a shock absorber on the landing gear 
andmearly turning over my plane in a 
practice landing. 

I neglected to pull the stick back 
at exactly the right time, It was 
a delay of perhaps only one or two 
seconds. The plane hit the ground 
at too steep an angle. One rubber 
shock absorber tore loose and the plane 
bounced up, slightly sideways and out 
of control. “‘Lhen it settled heavily 
after one or two more bounces; 
nearly nosing over. Finally it rolled 
to a stop. 

It all happened so quickly that even 
the instructor didn’t have time to 
grab the stick and correct my errore 

One wing swept the ground as the 
broken shock cord let that side of 
the plane hang low. Several ribs 
were broken. This did not seem to 
be considered serious by the mechan- 
ics and the instructor. After putting 
in a new shock cord, we went on 
flying. 

Landing Gear Most Important. 

Looking over the articles I wrote 
for the first part of this series, I 
see where, in giving the essential! parte 
of an airplane, as I learned them in 
ground school—I left out the landing 


rear. 

I think if I were writing that again 
I would put down the landing gear 
first and possibly forget the wings or 
the motor. 

Landing, I have derided, is about 
the most important and delicate opera- 
tion about the whole business of fly- 
ing. 

After the repairs were made today, 
we took off again and I was put 
through all the maneuvers I have 


learned so far. The instructor mere-| 


ly rode. with me, refusing to touch the 
stick even when it seemed I was in 
serious difficulties. 

When I had managed to pull out all 
right every time, I came down with 
considerable more confidence. I real- 
ized then that, if it had been my 
first solo, I would have come out 
just as safely myself and without 
damage to the plane. 

A, B, C of Flying. 

The maneuvers I have learned thus 
far include taking-off—not so simple 
a matter as it seems. You have to 
keep moving the rudder quickly and 
delicately to prevent the torque of 
the propeller from twisting the plane 
over on the ground and wrecking you 
before you get off. At the same 
time you have to know how to pull 


‘the’ stick back with the greatest gen-| 


tleness in order to make the plane 
lift without climbing at too steep an 
angle. ' 

The other maneuvers are simple and 
steep turns to the right and left, 
spiral gliding for descents, recovering 
from stalls, spins and side-slips. 

There is a great deal more to fly- 
ing, of course. A 10-hour course in 
flying corresponds to about the first 
grade in a common ‘school education 
and covers the fundamentals. 

I also learned one new thing about 
air currents. Taking off over a 
clump of trees on the edge of the field, 
I always had difficulty with “bumps” 
just over the trees, when I was only 
a hundred feet or so up. It was 
ticklish business. My instructor no- 
ticed this. 

“Try flying a little bit to the left 
and straight over that paved road,” 
he advised. : 

I did this. TI found thatagalthough 
the road was‘only 35 or 40 feet wide, 
the air over it was considerably 
smoother riding. 

Tomorrow I will tr¥ my first solo 
flight. The hangar wag has suggest- 
ed that I better write my article be- 
fore I try it. But readers will have 
to take their chance.

Nationality 
Problem. 


Many Frenchmen have indulged in 
outbursts of “patriotic anger’ because 
only 15,000 of the vast numbers of 
Frenchwomen who are married to for- 
eigners in France have announced 
their intention of profiting by the new 
law which enables them to reclaim 
French nationality. But one of the 
15,000 has just been describing her 
efforts to recover French nationality, 
and after reading of her experiences, 
it can be easily understood why the 
others lack enthusiasm. First she 
went to the Palais de Justice, but she 
had to go five times more before she 
could find anyone who could tell her 
the details of procedure, Eventually 
she learned that she must write, en- 
closing certain documeies. She pro- 
cured the documents and sent them by 
registered post. Six weeks later they 
were sent back to her with the infor- 
mation that, as she resided in the sub- 
urbs, it was to the department of the 
Palais de Justice representing the sub- 
urbs that she must apply. She made 
a couple of train journeys and three 
weeks after the second, received a 
convocation. Then she was informed 
that some of the documents which 
would have been satisfactory for Paris 
were useless for the suburbs while 
others, bearing a date three months 
past, were valueless. They had become 
too old im the pigeon-holes of the ad- 
ministration.

In 24 
hours my lips became swollen 
and the inside of my mouth broke 
out with the eruptions, and I be- 
lieve the eruption or irritation 
extended throughout the digestive 
tract. I suffered for a week be- 
fore I found relief. No more 
poison ivy for me! My advice to 
persons susceptible to ivy poison- 
ing is to stay as far as possible 
away from it.”

Settle Title Dispute. 


The feature of today’s meet will 
be the first meeting of Lancaster and 
Pickens on a track. Claims by Pick- 
ens to the southern title now held 
by Lancaster brought a challenge from 
the champion for a meeting this aft- 
ernoon to prove who is champion. 
Pickens bases his claim to the title 
on his record of 20 straight victories, 
something he says no other rider has 
accomplished, and will meet the fa- 
mous Nemo in the races this after- 
noon, marking the first time the two 
have met in competition.

Bobby Walthour, Atlanta’s first 
Bobby to gain world fame in sports, 
will be on hand this afternoon but not 
as a racer. Bobby will act as official 
timer for the events and will aid 
“Red” Parrish, internationally known 
track official, in running off the 
races. There will be no hitches in 
the meet. Each rider must be at the 
post when time is called or he will be 
disqurtified. The races will start every 
five minutes after 3 o'clock. 

The races this afternoon will see 
some of the speediest motors ever 
brought to Lakewood in action. Pick- 
ens will ride his famous “Blue 
Blazes,” the motor he has won his 
last 20 races with. Haney will be 
astride his speedy “Outlaw,” which he 
claims is the fastest thing on two 
wheels. - He will pit this machine 
against Roberts in the special match 
race. 

Local motorcycle dealers have pre- 
pared extra motors to be used this 
afternoon in case anything should 
happen to the mounts of the en- 
trants. These motors have been test- 
ed and are said to be very fast. Pro- 
grams for the grandstand also have 
been furnished free of charge by the 
dealers. 

Wayman Boyles, promoter of the 
meet, announces the track is in per- 
fect shape for the races. Should it 
rain before starting time the track 
would be even better as there would 
be no dust. Automobiles will be ad- 
mitted to the park free and popular 
prices will prevail at the gates and 
in the grandstands. 

The opening races will get under 
way at 3 o'clock with each following 
event starting at five minute inter- 
vals.

SO OOOTANAGE 


Plans toward establishing a nation- 
al shrine in honor of Brigadier Gen- 
eral Casimir Pulaski, revolutionary 
war hero, near Savannah, have reach- 
ed a point where a site has been se- 
lected and await organization of a 
memorial association to raise the 
necessary funds, it was made known 
here Friday in a letter to the Asso- 
ciated Press from Ignatius K. Wer- 
winski, United States commissioner of 


deeds for Indiana, who has aligned 
himself with congressmen and citizens 
of Savannah in the enterprise. 

Citizens of Savannah, the letter 
said, asked that a national shrine 
be erected at Greenwich park. situat- 
ed on a high bluff along the Wilming- 
ton river, five miles east of Savan- 
nah, where General Pulaski died and 
was buried on October 11, 1779. The 
general, leader of “Pulaski’s Legion,” 
was wounded in the battle of Savan- 
nah two days prior to his death. 

According to Mr. Werwinski, pre- 
liminary arrangements have been made 
to purchase the necessary land—on 
an estate consisting of 181 1-2 acres 
—by L. H. Smith, of Savannah. The 
fund, which the association will at- 
tempt to raise by national subscrip- 
tion will be spent in buying the land 
and erecting the memorial, and it is 
planned to hold dedication ceremonies 
October 11, 1929, the one hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the death of 
General Pulaski. 

“At the last session of congress a 
joint resolution was presented by 
Congressman Andrew J. Hickey, of 
Indiana, providing for a federal com- 
mission to promote the observance of 
the sesquicentennial celebration of the 
death of General Pulaski,” the In- 
dianan’s letter continues. ‘The res- 
olution was passed by the house of 
representatives on May 28, and has 
been referred to the senate. 

“Sixty cities in the country are 
taking steps to observe the celebra- 
tion and 35 governors have signified 
that they will present joint resolutions 
to the next legislatures in their states 
to arrange for appropriate ceremon- 
ies.” 

Mr. Werwinski wrote that Mayor 
Thomas M. Haynes, of Savannah, has 
promised to lend every aid in the me- 
morial movement, and L. H. Smith, 
also a Savannahan, has offered io 
make the first donation of -$5,000. 
The owner of “Greenwich park” has 
offered to match Mr. Smith's con- 
tribution, it is said.

DONE STATE ROADS 


Between $300,000 and $400,000 will 
be the approximate cost to Georgia 


roads of recent floods and rains in. 


the. state, according to an estimate 
made Friday by John N. Holder, 


chairman of the state highway board. 
The heaviest damage was inflicted in 
the Thomasville, Waycross and Dub- 
lin divisions. 

In the Thomasville section route 
No. 38 and several other important 
state highways were inundated with 
overflow water for several days. The 
road west of Thomasville was more 
severely damaged than any other in 
that section. The road east of Thom- 
asville suffered heavy washout be- 
tween Thomasville and Quitman. 

One severe washout occurred on 
Route 38 near the Alapaha river 
bridge between Valdosta and Way- 
cross. Route 50 between Berrien coun- 
ty and Atkinson county also was 
severely damaged. Route 16 between 
Sparta and Warrenton was partially 
under water for several days. 

East of Macon between that city and 
the Jones county line Walnut creek 
inflicted severe damage on the con- 
crete highway in Bibb county. About 
400 yards of this road were washed 
out. . 

E. E. Clayton, maintenance engineer 
of the state highway department, is 
placing crews of men at work making 
repairs as quickly as possible. In some 
parts of the state the floods have re- 
ceded so as to allow repair work to 
go ahead. 

The Dublin division reported much 
damage to many important highways 
that traverse it, particularly on roads 
running from Macon to Savannh. 

The report on the Dublin division 
shows the following damage: 

Small washouts on roads and 
bridges on the road from Abbeville to 
Fitzgerald, Route 11; on the road 
from Hawkinsville to Abbeville, Route 
11; Hawkinsville to Vienna, Route 
28; Hawkinsville to Henderson, Route

and radiovision. 

Joining other leaders in the radio 
field, Commissioner Caldwell envi- 
sions the day. as not far distant when 
“visual receivers” will be common- 
places in the average home. Already 
the art of reproducing photographs 
by radio has progressed to the point 
where many broadcasting stations reg- 
ularly are sending out still pictures on 
their standard channels to be received 
by special sets now ir production.

Encouraged by the reduction’ of 
more than $50,000,000 in broker's 
loans and the decline in call money 
yesterday, operators for the advance 
started a broad buying movement 
with the opening gong.. Before the 
end of the first half hour nearly a 
score issues had been lifted to new 
high records. Several blocks of 10,- 
000 shares changed hands. 

Recovery Aided. 

Fixing of the call money renewal 
rate at 5 per cent stimulated the re- 
covery. The demand for funds quick- 
ly exceeded the supply and when out- 
of-town banks began calling | loans, 
which totaled $50,000,000 before the 
day was over the call rate advanced 
successively to 5 1-2, 6, 6 1-2 and 7 
per cent, the last three increases tak- 
ing place within an hour. This seem- 
ingly confirmed official intimations 
yesterday that the drop from 6 1-2 to 
4 1-2 per cent in call money was 
artificial. A slightly easier under- 
tone was apparent, however, in the 
time money market where funds were 
again available at 6 to 6 1-4 per cent 
as against a ruling rate of 6 1-2 earl- 
ier in the week.

RECORD FOR WULY 


Washington, August 17.—(#)—Jnuly 
exports from the United States were — 
reported by the commerce department 
today at $382,000,000, the highest re- 
corded for the month in any year 
since 1920. July imports were $316,- . 
000,000, and the resulting balance of 
trade was favorable to the United 
States by $66,000,000. ‘ 

The continuing outflow of gold 
from the United States resulted in 
total experts of the metal for July 
of $74.190,000 against which the 
United States imported gold to a te- 
tal of $11.531.000, leaving the net - 
loss of gold for the month at S62>- 
659.000. For the seven months of 
1928. including July, the gold exports 
of the United States had been $52%,- 
708,000 and imports $94,507,000. 
Thus the gold loss for the year in- 
cluding July is $535.201,000, by far 
the largest sum in gold ever sent out 
of this country in a like period. 

Silver exports for July were $6,- 
160,000 and imports $6,560,000, For 
July last year the exports were $6,- 
650,000 and imports $4,288,000. 


CUBAN SUGAR MARKET 
IN CHINA PREDICTED - 


Havana, August 17.—(/)—Oppor- 
tunity to create a market in China 
for Cuban sugar is seen here in yes- 
terday's action of the Cuban govern- 
ment in giving full recognition to the 
national administration at Nanking. 

The department of state followed 
this up by stating today that it would 
take immediate steps to close a trade 
treaty with China. The department 
stressed the fact that the nationalists 
are moving to revoke all unreciprocal 
trade treaties with other powers. It 
is considered that this gives Cuba 
full opportunity to negotiate an inde- 
pendent mutual agreement, 

The Far East has long been sought 
as an outlet for Cuba’s surplus sugar. 
It was specifically urged some time 
ago by the department of agriculture. 
The Cuban government, therefore, 
considers the present situation. espe- 
cially favorable for practical steps in 
this respect.

Demand was promoted by relatively 
steady cables, flood reports from the 
Carolinas and numerous reports of 
deteriorating crop prospects due to 
shedding or insect damage over many 
other sections of the belt. Trading 
was less active after the advance ‘of 
about 135 points from the low levels 
of last Monday, however, and as soon 
as the market showed signs of hesita- 
tion selling became more active. 

No change was noted in the general 
average of the crop news, but the view 
was expressed in some quarters that 
the deterioration reported might prove 
no more serious than usual at this 
time of year and that the recent buy- 
ing had eased the technical position 
of the market. There was another 
little spurt of buying in early after- 
noon on reports of a storm in the 
gulf which some thought might de- 
velop into a threat to the Texas crop, 
but it was not particularly active 
or aggressive and the lowest prices of 
the day were reached in late trading. 

Selling was more or less general on 
the late decline, part of it being at- 
tributed to brokers who apparently 
operate for western’ interest, while 
there was considerable selling by :om- 
mission houses, Wall street and the 
south.

The opening was firm in response 
to relatively steady Liverpool cables. 
First trades showed gains of 7 to 11 
points and prices continued to advance 
in early trading on buying induced 
by private reports of crop deteriora- 
tion. Before the demand was sup- 
plied October sold up to 18.84, De- 
cember 18.94 and January 18.97 or 
14 to 17 points above yesterday's 
close. 

The bulge brought out considerable 
realizing and fears that the recent 
eovering had weakened the technical 
position of the market prompted early 
buyers to sell. Before mid-session Oc- 
tober dropped to 18.42 and December 
18.52 and January 18.64, or 33 to 42 
points below the highs.

Superior, Wis., August 17—( United 
News.)—President Coolidge dges not 
contemplate making any further ges- 
tures towards arranging another arms 
limitation conference, it was learned | 
here today. 

While the president discussed at | 
some length world naval projects with | 
Admiral Gharles F. Hughes, chief of | 
naval operations, he was not inclined | 
to state what conclusions he had | 
drawn or what recommendations | 
Hughes had made. | 

No Big Naval Projects. 

Mr. Coolidge did make it known, : 
however, he had not received any ad- 
ditional information regarding the 
Anglo-French treaty curbing auxiliary 
naval craft. In the president’s opin- 
ion the treaty is more in the nature 
of a proposal than an agreement. 

The chief executive indicated there 
were no outstanding American naval 
projects under consideration. He’ was 
advised by Hughes that all navy de- 
partment work was proceeding “very 
satisfactorily.” 

Aside from the naval subject it was 
revealed today that the president has 
given but scant thought to his rec- 
ommendations to the next session of 
congress on public utilities and the 
Boulder dam project. 

He is said to be awaiting reports 
from the federal trade commission, 
now engaged in investigating public | 
service activities under direction of the | 
senate, and the special Boulder dam 
commission, before formulating addi- | 
tional views for presentation to con- | 
gress, 


AUTO FATALITIES | 
FOR SEVEN MONTHS | 
DECREASE IN 1928 


Although fatalities from automobile 
accidents for the first seven months of 
1928 were 26. two below the same 
period for 1927, the deaths caused 
from the vehicles for July were five, 
the same number for the same month 
in 1927, according to a_ statistical 
record released Friday by George 
Deibert, secretary of the Atlanta 
Safety council. 

The total number of deaths from 
automobiles, other public vehicles, 
heme and industrial accidents, was 
86, exactly the same number as was 
registered for the first seven months 
of 1927, and the number of deaths 
from the same causes in July of this 
year and July of 1927 was the same, 
listed at 12.

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of those injured for the first seven | 
months of 1928 was 1.054 as against | 
1,235 for the same period last year. 
Six children were killed in July of | 
this year, as against three for July | 
of last year.

FINNS NEW METHOD OF 
“COLOR PHOTOGRAPH 


Newark, N. J., August 17.—(4)—A 
new method of color photography has 
been demonstrated here by Frederick 
T. O'Grady, its inventor. 

The process does not depend on a 
combination of two or three beams of 
colored light but threws the seven 
primary colors directly on the screen. 
The pictures are made of ordinary 
commercial film, utilizing only. stand- 
ard lens. 

The demonstration was made before 
a group of scientists and newspaper- 
men. The company backing the new 
process is called the Natural Color 
Pictures, Inc. 

As explained by Mr. O'Grady, the 
color dise attachment revolving in 
front of the film behind the lens 
registers alternate color exposures. 
These, propected on the screen at 
speed slightly faster than that at 
which ordinary black and white pic- 
tures are run, alternate so fast that 
all of the colors appear to be present 
at the same time. 

The new development depends for 
its success on the fact that the dif- 
ferential between any two successive 
pictures is infinitely small. The hu- 
man eye remembers the first picture 
and unconsciously superimposes the 
second upon it, giving the impres- 
sion that but one picture with all the 
colors was being used. 

One of the movies showed a man 
peeling an orange, the color of the 
fruit, said to be one of the hardest to 
reproduce, showing up very realistic- 
ally. Another picture showed a flag 
waving in a breeze and there was no 
overlapping or smearing of colors as 
frequently happened under the old
